‘ ‘ One of my boarders heard 
about a mare and foal who 
were being badly mistreated 
in Fenton and we decided to 
go get them,” said Bonnie 
Olson, co-owner of BoRan 
Farms. “She bought the 
mare and I bought the foal 
and we brought them home. 
Unfortunately, the mare had 
been so badly neglected, she 
was beyond saving.” 

She had contracted colitis 
from bad drinking water and 
could not be cured. One day 
after their arrival, the filly 
was in a new environment 
without her mother. 

“I had no doubt that we 
would take care of her and 
raise her the best we could, 
but we were extremely wor- 
ried as to whether or not she 
could physically and emo- 
tionally adjust to live 
through the experience,” 
said Olson. 

For two days, the foal re- 
fused to eat and Bonnie and 
Randy Olson forced milk 
down her throat via a 
syringe. She then took to a 
bottle, and began to nurse. 

“We could tell she was be- 
ginning to adjust, but we 
also realized that she needed 
needed more than human 
compassion and compan- 
ionship, so we introduced 
her to our 4-year-old mare. 
Sassy.” 

Fortunately, they took to 
each other immediately. 

"Sassy even let her suckle 
for milk although she has 
none,” Olson said. “She then 
began teaching the baby 
when and how to eat hay and 



grain and now they’re Annie, an 8-week old foal, became the newest member of the Olson

The Olsons’ named the Amanda Wilson 
horse “Annie” because they 
brought her home on their 
13th anniversary. She is a 
registered Appaloosa, sorrel 
in color with a white blanket 
and two white socks. 

They continue to feed her a 
quart and a half of milk from 
a bottle every six hours, and 
grain with calcium supple- 
ments about three times a 
day. She then grazes with 
Sassy on part of the 10-acre 
Olson land. 

“She has two mothers 
now-me and Sassy-and I 
don’t think she could have 
made it through without 
both of us,” said Olson. 

With one giving nutrition 
and love, the other compan- 
ionship and care, and both 
teaching her the lessons she 
needs to grow up healthy and 
strong, Annie seems to love 
and appreciate both 
“moms,” and seems well- 
adjusted to her new situa- 
tion. 



Local councilman rescues weary travelers

Randy Gear, mayor pro tem 
of Romulus, certainly did a 
good deed recently and at least 
130 people are grateful for his 
help.

M As I drew’ closer, I noticed 
quite a few people sitting out 
front, many of them senior 
citizens, women w’ith infants 
and small children, he said 

Gear stopped to talk with 
some of the people and soon dis- 
covered that the group had 
come here from Arkansas for 
the Watkins/Waters family 
reunion. They had been in town 
only a short time, but had been 
without power or lights for two 
days due to a power outage suf- 
fered by the hotel, a result of an 


earlier storm. 

“I went into the hotel to in- 
vestigate and was immediately 
reminded of the movie The 
Towering Inferno , though the 
only things on fire were the 
tempers of the hotel manage- 
ment and their guests,** Gear 
said. 

Vicky Slaughter, coordinator 
of the family reunion 
approached Gear, explaining 
to him that the family had been 
without air conditioning and 
lights, and that they had not 
been able to sleep due to their 
frustration, discomfort and ex- 
citement about the event. 

Gear approached the hotel 
management only to find that 
there was nothing that could 
possibly be done until power 
was restored. 

“Still, the fact remained that 
the family was hot and tired, 
and, because nothing was 
being done, they just wanted to 
go home,* *’ Gear said. 


Sympathizing with their 
plight, and realizing a long 
journey after going without 
sleep for two nights could be a 
life-threatening situation, 
Gear acted immediately. 

“I immediately called Steve 
Boggia, manager of the Holi 
day Inn in Romulus, and he re- 
served a block of 70 rooms that 
would accomodate the 130 peo- 
ple,** Gear said. “Thanks to the 
hotel staff, arrangements were 
also made to give a discount 
rate to those here for the family 
reunion.’* 

“We were more than happy 
to help,” Boggia said. 

The family had a peaceful 
sleep that night, according to 
Gear. In fact, although they 
had planned to attend church 
services in the morning, they 
ended up sleeping right 
through. 

Before leaving, the family 
thanked Gear for taking the 
time to care.

Council balks at 
new stadium tax

Members of the Romulus 
City Council vowed Monday to 
do everything possible to stop 
Wayne County from taxing 
Romulus hotels and motels to 
fund a Detroit stadium. 

The State Convention Facil- 
ity Development Act, known as 
the Cobo Hall Tax, set the 
guidelines for imposition, but a 
second piece of legislation 
gives Wayne County the au- 
thorization to decide whether 
or not to put the tax into effect, 
according to Michael Wright, 
executive vice president and 
general manager of the Metro- 
politan Detroit Convention and 
Visitors Bureau. 

Councilmembers plan to do 
all they can to urge county offi- 
cials to say no. 

“The county may have the 
authority to impose the tax, but 
there’s nothing saying that we 
can’t fight to stop it,” said 
Councilman Russell Lambert. 

“We are the people and we do 
have a say in things that go on 
in our country. Maybe if we 
work together, we can stop this 
tax from affecting our city.” 

According to the develop- 
ment act, the tax is imposed on 
individuals engaged in the 
business of providing rooms for 
dwelling, lodging or sleeping 
purposes of transient guests. 

‘‘The proposed tax would 
give Wayne County hotels a 12- 
to 17-percent total tax burden, 
and at this time our hotels are 
operating at only about 50 per- 
cent of their capacity,” said 
Councilman William Wads- 
worth Jr. “Our hotels simply 
can’t afford it right now.” 

“We’re not opposed to the 
city building a new Tiger Sta- 
dium, what we are opposed to is 


any type of tax increase on our 
hotel, said Julie Merritt, direc- 
tor of operations for the Romu- 
lus Econo Lodge and Comfort 
Inn Hotels. 

The argument for the tax is 
the business for hotels which 
sporting events would gener- 
ate. As they would be benefi- 
ciaries, they should have to pay 
for part of the initial building, 
claim proponents of the plan. 
Merritt and many others dis- 
agree. 

“If this tax is emposed, 
Romulus will become the 
second highest taxed hotel in- 
dustry in the country, exceeded 
only by New York,” Merritt 
said. “We’re having trouble 
bringing people in with our cur- 
rent taxes and I’m afraid that 
any additional tax would deter 
most business altogether.” 

“The majority of people who 
attend the games are local peo- 
ple who do not need overnight 
accomodations,” said Council- 
man Jimmie Raspberry. 

“It’s simply an unfair tax to 
impose on our hotels,” he said. 

“When Romulus wants to 
build something new, we don’t 
tax the businesses in Detroit to 
get our money, so why should 
Detroit be allowed to tax our 
businesses?” asked Council- 
man EUis Pennington. “As far 
as I’m concerned, this would be 
taxation without representa- 
tion, and it’s simply not right.” 

The councilmembers intend 
to submit a letter to all officials 
concerned with making a deci- 
sion on this tax. 

“I’m happy to see that our 
councilmembers are backing 
us up on this,” Merritt said. 
“We could use all the help and 
support we can get to keep this 
additional tax burden off the 
already over taxed hotels and 
motels of Romulus.” 


5 women campaign 
for city offices

If elected, she intends to en- 
courage housing development 
and to work on getting roads 
fixed Uiroughout the city She is 
happy with the way the schools 
are now being run and believes

• Pauline Calhoun - Calhoun 
has lived in Romulus all her life 
and considers herself an active 
and concerned member of the 
community. 

If elected, Calhoun intends to 
listen to the residents and tax- 
payer and to address their 
issues and concerns.

When most people think of 
police, images of Eddie Mur- 
phy’s Beverly Hills Cop and 
Clint Eastwood* *s Dirty Harry 
come to mind. 

It’s a profession looked at as 
a tough, rugged, exciting way 
of life full of action and suprise. 

That’s the image, but it may 
not be the reality. Unfortunate- 
ly, many young men and 
women find out only after join- 
ing the police force that the job 
isn’t really all glamour and 
prestige and it may not be the 
life for them. 

For Romulus police officers, 
however, this may not be the 
case. The department cadet 
program offers young people a 
chance to experience police life 
first-hand, allowing future pat- 
rolmen every opportunity to 
“make or break” their career 
choice. 

“It gives young men and 
women a chance to see how 
they react and function in a 
police environment so they can 
be sure it’s really what they 
want to do,” said Romulus 
Police Lt. Eric Painter, coordi- 
nator of the program. 

The program is open to any- 
one age 18 to 23 who has a high 
school degree and a desire to be 
in law enforcement. Candi- 
dates must then meet written, 
psychological and physical 
ability requirements. 

“The cadet then becomes a 
member of the police depart- 
ment, completes a two- to 
three-week orientation, and be- 
gins work,” Painter said. 

The job includes a variety of 
duties such as booking prison- 
ers, assisting in dispatch, tak- 
ing general reports, vehicle 
maintenance and computer 
entry. 

Cadets work under the super- 
vision and direction of a police 
officer, and usually have an 
opportunity to work in the re- 
cords bureau, in the uniform 
patrol division and in any other 
department where assistance 
might be needed. 

“The recruits get a chance to 
work in a variety of depart- 
ments doing a variety of jobs so 
they can get an idea of how ev- 
erything works,” Painter said. 

In addition to the job, cadets 
must also take college courses 
in criminal justice, obtaining a 
degree within a 60-month 
period. The courses are fully 
paid through the program, as is 
their salary for the 40-hour job.

“The cadet must attend 
school above and beyond their 
full-time job schedule, but we 
pay for the schooling in addi- 
tion to giving them a salary of 
$15,500 a year for their work,” 
Painter said. “If they’re se- 
rious about becomming a cop, 
there’s nothing like the benefit 
of this program.” 

There’s nothing like the be- 
nefit of the program for the de- 
partment either, according to 
Painter. 

“Having the cadets there to 
do smaller tasks frees up the 
police to work on other pro- 
jects,” he said. “It also gives us 
a chance to be sure that they’re 
going to be good workers, 
ready to do anything they’re 
told at anytime.” 

Upon receipt of their degree, 
and once becoming 21 years of 
age, the cadet must meet the 
Michigan Law Enforcement 
Officers Training Council re- 
quirements and be approved 
by an oral board. The recruit 
then goes on to the Police 
Academy for 14 weeks of train- 
ing which is funded by the de- 
partment. 

“The officer is then obligated 
to work for the Romulus Police 
Department for a period of two 
years,” Painter said. 

“It’s a great program for 
anyone who wants to get a foot 
in the door to law enforce- 
ment,” said Police Officer 
Lowell Smith, a former cadet. 

The Romulus Police Depart- 
ment may employ up to five 
cadets at a time and there may 
be openings this fall, according 
to Painter. Applications for the 
program are available at the 
Personnel Department in the 
Romulus City Hall. 


3 residents visit 
with governor

Three Romulus residents re- 
cently took their city concerns 
to Gov. John Engler, and were 
pleased with the results. 

Doreen Siebert, 35, Judith 
Frederick, 45, and Ruth Skup- 
ny, 68, represented different 
generations of city residents 
and the major concerns of each 
during a visit with the governor 
recently. 

“We heard the governor 
wanted to hear concerns 
directly from the citizens, so 
we wrote him a letter and were 
invited to come and see him 
right away,” said Frederick. 

Frederick brought with her 
concerns about expansion of 
the Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port. 

“I have heard concern from 
many citizens of Romulus in re- 
gards to airport expansion and 
the loss of more taxable land 
and I wanted to be sure the wor- 
ries were known by higher offi- 
cials,” Frederick said. 

Because the airport is coun- 
ty-owned property, business 
owners there are exempt from 
paying city taxes. Frederick 
explained to Engler that as the 
airport buys up more Romulus 
land for expansion, the city will 
lose even more of a tax base, 
and will subsequently have 
even less money to function. 

She said that since the air- 
port is considered to be located 
within Romulus, it should have 
to pay taxes like the rest of the 
residents, and suggested that 
privatization of the airport be 
put into effect to solve this 
problem. 

“We allow the airport to re- 
side on our property yet we re- 
ceive no revenue or perks from 
the big business they bring in,” 
Fredenck said. “If the county 
sold the airport to a private 
party, both they and our city 


would receive revenue, and 
both would benefit.” 

Frederick said that the gov- 
ernor was aware of the prob- 
lem and did share her con- 
cerns. He offered her literature 
on the subject, and agreed 
when she suggested that the 
city take a stand to speak out 
about privitization and the be- 
nefits of having a business own- 
er rather than a government 
agency to run the show. 

He suggested that Frederick 
do what she can to keep the 
momentum and invited her 
back to keep him aware of the 
progress. 

Siebert, a Head Start School 
bus driver for Romulus, 
brought with her a concern ab- 
out funding for the Head Start 
Program. 

“It’s a good program espe- 
cially for low income families, 
and it really helps the children 
to realize how special they 
are,’’ Siebert said. “I told him 
it would be a shame to lose such 
a program.” 

And, again, the governor 
agreed. 

“Many of the concerns you 
mentioned during our meeting 
are issues that my administra- 
tion is currently reviewing so 
that we may adequately 
address these real problems 
within our state,” he later 
''tated. 

Skupny shared concemes ab- 
out senior citizen taxes. 

I told him that a lot of 
seniors are being pushed out of 
their houses because they can 
no longer afford to pay the 
taxes,” Skupny said. 

She suggested that taxes be 
lowered for seniors and was 
pleased that Engler listened 
with great concern 

“We felt welcome and very 
at ease with the governor and 
we plan to honor his invitation 
to visit him again soon,” 
Fredenck said

Lesser of 2 evils 

It may not look like your average middle-class, all- 
American neighborhood. It may, in fact, be somewhat unpre- 
possessing and a bit intimidating. But it is, in fact, an effort by 
the city of Inkster to bring back a level of normalcy and 
serenity to neighborhoods in their city which have been all but 
appropriated by those involved in the drug trade. 

We refer to the recent approval by members of the Inkster 
city council of barricades in certain neighborhoods to prevent 
the unrestricted ingress and egress of other than local resi- 
dents. 

For far too long, Inkster residents have been subjected to 
the whims and arrogance of those enjoying the trappings of 
illicit drug transactions. There have been instances of vio- 
lence, intimidation and threats from individuals making the 
sales and those looking for a source of controlled substances. 
Community life has been all but destroyed in some areas 
where these amoral and anti-social elements have spread a 
nearly palpable terror across the lawns and streets where 
children once played and neighbors would visit and exchange 
pleasantries. 

City officials have said “no more” and they have approved 
the installation of barricades at several crucial intersections 
in the neighborhoods to stop both the dealers and the custom- 
ers from accessing the areas they have been using as estab- 
lished headquarters for their transactions. 

We applaud the efforts of the Inkster City Council and the 
police department and offer them our support in this en- 
deavor. Yes, we are well aware that the constitutionality of 
this action will be questioned. Sure, we know that there are 
those screaming about the violation of civil liberties and 
rights of free access. 

But this time, and in this city, we endorse the barricades as 
a means to protect the civil liberties and rights of the homeow- 
ners and residents who want nothing more than a good and 
quiet life. There are many Inkster residents who mourn the 
loss of the neighborhood spirit and commununal attitude 
which once was present on their blocks. There are those who 
remember when Inkster was a quiet, respectable town where 
people went to church on Sunday, spent time with their fami- 
lies and neighbors during the evenings and weekends and 
truly enjoyed the peace and tranquility of mid-west American 
life. 

The sale and use of drugs and the crime and moral decay 
that surrounds that activity have robbed Inkster of its reputa- 
tion and have destroyed a very way of life in some sections of 
the city. 

Are city council members and police being too vigilant with 
this action? Are they threatening the civil liberties we all hold 
so dear? Are they impeaching the integrity of the American 
way of life? 

There are those who would say so. And then there are those 
of us who would say this is the lesser of two evils. 

The city of Inkster has a right to protect its reputation, its 
citizens and its very way of life. We congratulate the officials 
for the courage this action required and the public concern 
which it demonstrates. 


They have our vote 

City and township clerks in the area have our full and 
complete support in their efforts to eliminate or at the very 
least, alter, the Presidential Preferential Primary election. 

This is an expensive and nearly useless balloting which has 
degenerated into nothing less than an exercise in futility. The 
cost to the state is estimated at $5 to $8 million, and in this time 
of economic stress, those funds could be put to far better use. 

Further, the election is open only to those who have de- 
clared their party preference at the time of registration to 
vote. We consider that information private and do not think 
that anyone should be required to reveal their political party 
in exchange for the privilege of voting. We think the right to 
vote is guaranteed in our Constitution and there should be no 
conditions or circumstances acceptable to any alteration of 
that inalienable right. 

The election is not binding on state delegates who are free, 
despite the results of the balloting, to vote in any manner they 
may choose at the state convention, choosing anyone they 
prefer regardless of the majority of voter opinion. 

No, we say. Let's eliminate this costly, time-consuming and 
futile sham and find a more appropriate use for the tax dollars 
wasted on it.

Educational plan 
questioned by voter

Will pumping more money 
into the education system pro- 
duce results? The New American 
School proposed by the president 
will cost big bucks If memory 
serves, it is since the “affective 
education” teaching methods 
were adopted that the academic 
achievements began to plummet.

Scheduled to be conducted in 
March 1992, the primary would 
trigger “confusion, frustration 
and anger, ” according to 
Romulus City Clerk Linda 
Choate. 

“In its present form, the 
Presidential Preferential 
Primary is confusing to a 
majority of our voters, who 
have expressed concerns about 
the constitutionality of the pro- 
cess. 

“Many have indicated to me 
that the state has no right forc- 
ing them to declare their party 
preference,” Choate said. 

“In fact, they believe it is a 
violation of their rights.” 

Under election laws (Public 
Act 275) approved by the state 
legislature, voters must de- 
clare party affiliation before 
they can become eligible to 
cast their ballot in the pres- 
idential primary. 

Choate said that she has re- 
ceived negative reaction from 
the voters about the process. In 
fact, few know that they will 
have to make their party affi- 
liation known before they may 
vote in the presidential 
primary. 

“Little has been said about 
this by the media, and next 
year when the voters show up 
to vote and we tell them they 
can’t, guess who will receive 


the brunt of the anger and frus- 
tration - the clerks,” Choate 
predicted. 

Choate stressed that some of 
the voters have expressed to 
her that the requirement to de- 
clare a voter’s party affiliation 
is unconstitutional. 

“They’re telling us the state 
has no right to ask us what par- 
ty they belong to. That it’s none 
of their business,” Choate 
added. 

The preferential primary is 
scheduled to be conducted in 
Michigan on March 17, 1992. 
The impetus behind Public Act 
275 is the controversy that an 
open primary - a system where 
voters may crossover and 
select candidates of either par- 
ty - opens the doors to select the 
weakest candidate of the 
opposition party. 

Compounding the problem is 
that in the 1992 primary, there 
will be only three choices for 
the voters: Democrat, Repub- 
lican and Independent. The lat- 
ter designation could be mis- 
leading, Choate contends. 

“Usually one looks at an in- 
dependent voter as one who 
votes for a particular candi- 
date and not one who votes 
along party line,’’ Choate 
added. “And when the voters 
discover their vote isn’t going 
to count, can you see the voter 
frustration, the problems we 
are going to have with this 
thing?” 

Most area clerks agrees with 
Choate. The primary will open 
the “Pandora’s box,” they say. 
It will not enhance the selection

Costs are another factor, 
according to the area clerks. 

“It’s no secret that the state 
and many cities are having 
financial problems these 
days,” said Belleville City 
Clerk Agnes Frisch. “The pres- 
idential preference primary is 
an additional cost that I believe 
the cities can ill afford.” 

Although the Belleville City 
Council has not yet joined the 
ranks of those urging that state 
to dump the primary, cities 
such as Westland, Wayne and 
Inkster have jumped on the 
bandwagon. Typical of the re- 
solution before many local law-

makers these days is the one 
approved by the Inkster City 
Council. 

In the Inkster resolution, the 
lawmakers point out that “the 
Presidential Preferential 
Primary will cost the state be- 
tween $5 to $8 million and 
...that the 1980 (primary) re- 
flected a 7 percent turnout in 
the city of Inkster”. 

Therefore the council 
directed City Clerk Delphine 
Oden “to immediately cease 
all expenditures of time, 
money and in-kind services to- 
wards the holding of a Pres- 
idential Preferential Primary 


until such time as the state has 
escrowed to Inkster a $1 ,000 per 
precinct deposit towards the 
cost of the election.” 

Adding to concerns of local 
lawmakers is that the primary 
results are not binding on the 
state delegates. 

“The primary is non- 
binding,” Choate said. “The 
delegates go to the state con- 
vention and choose the candi- 
date of their choice anyway. 
Why are we wasting all of this 
money and time on something 
that is so confusing and frus 
trating” 

Many local lawmakers be- 
lieve that the state legislature 
should rescind Public Act 275, 
and they expect more to jump 
on the bandwagon to dump the 
primary before the year is out.

It’s an invit- 
ing atmosphere, not like a bird 
cage,” Lindsay said. “There 
also aren’t any pushy 
salesmen.” 

Considering the products 
he’s selling, Lindsay doesn’t 
think the hard sell is necessary. 
All the Buick lines are selling 
very well, he said. 

“The 1992 Roadmaster has 
been extremely well received. 
This is the car we’ve been wait- 
ing for. We can’t believe we can 
offer that kind of quality for 
that price.” 

That quality includes a full- 
size, six-passenger, rear- 
wheel-drive sedan, powered by 
a 180-horsepower, fuel- 
injected, 5.7 liter V-8 engine. 

That price is a little more 
than $20,000 for a fully-loaded 
car. 

“You take a Lincoln and 
knock $10,000 off the price and 
you have the ’92 Roadmaster,” 
Lindsay said. 

“The quality of this car 
hasn’t been seen in the Amer- 
ican car market for decades.”
